No Israel plan

Israel does not intend at this 
time to make overtures either to 
the U.S. or to Egypt to get the 
stalled peace talks restarted. 
This emerged clearly yeaterday 
from statements made by 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
and by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

Government sources here 
that the hiatus in the talks will ex- 
tend through Christmas and the New 
Year, Following that, however, they 
are hopeful that Washington — 
despite the current mutual 
recriminations — will ‘come up with 
something" by way of a formula to 
resume the negotiations. 

In the meantime, Dayan told 
senior officials of his ministry that 
Israel must launch an eriergetic 
campaign abroad to persuade public 
opinion that Egypt, not Israel, is to 
blame for the deadlock.

“ruining the treaty,’’ Dayan 
asserted, while Israel had gone to 
the Umit of its ability to make con- 
cessions. 

Dayan told the officials that if the 
condition for the resumption of 
negotiations was that Israel accept 
Egypt's demands — ‘then, in my 
opinion, there wil} be no 
negotiations." 

In the present situation, Dayan 
said, he would not favour Israel's in- 
Itlating the resumption of 
negotiations. He certainly hoped that 
the talks would be restarted — but 
only on the basis of Egypt's clear un- 
derstanding that Israel would not 
accept its latest demands.

The factory near Volgodonsk in the 
Rostov region, is ultimately schedul- 
ed to crank out three to four reactors 
annually by the mid-1980s.

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Settlement with reason 


AGRICULTURE MINISTER. and settlement boss Arik Sharon is 
reported to have told the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Security 
Committee last week that he will support the establishment of 
new settlements only in the Golan, the Jordan Rift Valley and 
the southern part of the Gaza Strip. Sharon declared that he 
would support only the “thickening” of the existing settlements 
there, and not the addition of new outposts as is being demanded . 
by Gush Emunim. 

Can it be that Sharon has become the harbinger of a return to 
rationality from the confusion that has attended the 
government's settlement policy? If this is, indeed, so, he should 
be given the fullest public support im pushing the rest of the 
government to implement a settlement programme that will ᾿ 
provide an answer to Israel's most urgent needs and that can be 
carried out. 

What has passed for settlement policy under the present 
government has been a combination of maximalist rhetoric and 
minimalist performance. Mr. Begin has declaimed, but Mr. 
Ehrlich, in his own quiet way, has kept tight control of the purse- 
strings while Sharon ‘has been responsible for spreading: 
whatever inadequate sums were available for settlement as 
thinly and as ineffectively aa possible. 

Regardless of the ideological predilections of this or that 
government, the facta of life are that Israel has neither the 
money, the manpower nor the political freedom to settle all of 
the territories it gained in the Six Day War. 

It is, of course, possible to argue that Israel does not have the 
political freedom to settle any of these territories. But a closer 
reading of American reactions to various settlement initiatives 
during the past year in the Golan, the Jordan Valley and in and 
around Jerusalem would not seem to bear out such an argu-" 
ment. 

It should be added, however, that the wholly unnecessary 
dramatization of Gush Emunim’s settlement escapades and the 
government's disingenuous attempts to disguise some of these 
projects has resulted in condemnation of all settlement ac- 
tivities in public opinion abroad. © 

It is the job of government, as opposed to Geula Cohen's 
seminars in Revisionist nationalism, to establish rational 
priorities. This has not been done to date. But it should not be too 
late to return to such realism. 

The danger when rhetorical maximalism. substitutes for 
policy, is that when the rhetoric is not carried out, as is in- 
evitable, the result is general demoralization. The 
government's ‘about-face on Yamit and the Rafiah settlements 
is a good example. 

The most crucial elementin any settlement programme — the 
regervolr of idealistic manpower — is hopelessly compromised 
by such wild swings in policy. The recent drying up of the reser- 
voir of candidates for settlements in all parts of the country, is a 
regrettable, but understandable gutgrowth of such inconstancy. 

Perhaps, the return to a realistic settlement policy on the part 
of the government could even have a salutary effect by harness- 
ing the idealistic forces in such a movement as Gush Emunim to 
the most urgent areas of settlement instead of letting them be 
wasted on the chimera of settling in me heartland of dense Arab 
population in Samaria. 


On behalf of a beauty spot 


OVER 3,000 Galileans and lovers of Galilee trom. other parts of 
the country demonstrated last weekend to forestall a decision 
which could ruin one of the beauty spots of northern Israel — 
Nahal Kziv and the remains of Montfort castle. 

Opposition to constructing a cable car across the wadi, for the 
purpose of making mass access to the Crusader ruins easier, 
would be justified at any time for sound ecological reasons. 
Such justification becomes overwhelming given the probable 
return to a smaller and more densely packed Israel and an in- 
tensified programme for the development of Galilee. 

It is a question of balance. The development of Galilee will ex- 
press itself largely in building highways, new towns, and fac- 
tories and taming additional mountain areas by the plow. 

In order to maintain the Galilee’s natura] beauty and 
historical charm it is essential that equal attention be given to 
preserving the area as a restorative from the unavoidable ten- 
sions which accompany modern life in crowded societies. 

A good example of such balance can be found in an opposite 
corner of Galilee where loving care has been lavished upon 
restoration of the nature preserve in a corner of the former Hula 
swamps. 

_ Western Galilee deserves a similar gentle hand.

ITCAN BE safely said that until now
